Trated today as the bulk of Italy’s capital warships surren­ 
dered to the Allies at Malta and others were reported to have 


arrived at Gibraltar after fleeing Nazi dive-bomber attacks. 
In addition, dispatches from Palma De Mallorca in Spain’s 


Balearic islands said 12 units of the Italian fleet had arrived 
there. 
Altogether, at least 35 Italian Naval craft were said to 
have escaped from the Nazis, including four battleships and 
nine cruisers. 
Part O f Salerno Captured 
On the Italian battlefront, Lt.-Gen. Mark W. Clark’s hard­ 
hitting ll. S. 5th Army troops captured the port of Salerno, 
20 miles south of Naples, and smashed deeper into the Naples 
area against bitter German resistance. 
• 
Striking in continuous day-and-night relays, American 
and British bombers pounded Nazi communications in a 60- 
mile arc around Naples, Allied headquarters announced, and 
“prevented the enem y from getting reinforcements over badly 
battered highways and railways” to combat the 5th Army’s 
advance. 
A large-scale German retreat from southern Italy was 
indicated in reports received at Allied headquarters which 
declared that U. S. dive-bombers swooped down on big German 
convoys moving northward toward Naples and Salerno. Fully 
IOO Nazi trucks were destroyed and 200 more were damaged 
on the north-bound highway. 
Only 2 Italian Cruisers Missing 
Dispatches from Malta said four of Italy’s seven battle­ 
ships, along with seven cruisers and six destroyers, steamed 
into the British Mediterranean base last night and capitulated 
to the Allies. 
Two other Italian cruisers, two destroyers and two 
auxiliary aircraft carriers had previously surrendered at 
Gibraltar. 
The mass escape of Italy’s sea strength from the clutches 
of the Germans was hailed in London as a major coup for 
the Allies. All but two Italian cruisers were now said to have

A 
teacher, 
whether 
one 
who 
teaches privately or in school or col­ 
lege, Is one of the noblest and most 
useful of all hum an beings. 
His or 
her responsibility is very great, for 
It is th a t of molding character far 
more than the Instructing of the 
mind. 
The Teacher’s task is often tedi­ 
ous, for year in and year out the 
routine often is much the same. 
B ut th a t Teacher is greatest who 
can so teach as to make every stu ­ 
dent feel th a t he is being instructed 
by one who is doing so for the first 
time. 
Confucius once said: “He who by 
warming up the Old can gain knowl­ 
edge of the New is fit to teach.” 
There is little actually new in the 
world—only the adaptation of the 
Old to the New. 
And this m ethod 
will continue for so long as m an 
inhabits the earth. 
For example, 
take the simple invention of the 
wheel. First its use was for a cart 
to move things, and th a t by hand. 
Today wheels move the affairs of the 
world, in a thousand different crea­ 
tions. 
The most efficient Teacher Is the 
one who understands hum an nature 
best, and who seeks to bring out the 
personality of a student, and make 
him think for himself.

The 12 mpg average 
is largely due to the greater num ber 
of vehicles which are giving 13 and 
14 miles to the gallon. 
One thing which this survey Is

is the

which cars can deliver when they 
are taken out on the open road and 
held down to w artim e’s 35 mph. 
Cars which, around town. give but 
12 mpg jum p up to 18 and 20 on 
the road, especially if handled ex­ 
pertly. 
The returns are still coming in. 
More later. 
We’re still below tile 
hypothetical 15 mpg. 
I t’s one thing to use solvents for 
carbon binder and something else 
again to get rid of the loosened de­ 
posits.

Your car’s brakes will always be 
m ost effective when first starting 
out, especially on a dam p morning.

Conditions determ ine w hat 
Is the best thing to do. D ust is ef­ 
fective in increasing braking power, 
but if there Is too m uch of it the 
drum s will suffer and tires are apt 
to be unnecessarily punished. W hen 
dust is removed he sure to clean it 
from all four of the drum s. 
After 
dust removal you'll find that the 
brakes will take a few weeks of serv­ 
ice before they will seem as ef­ 
fective as before. 
If one battery cell needs water 
more often than tile other two be 
on your guard.
